SOCIAL SECURITY 
MUST BE BUILT 
UN WORK-HOOVER 


Another Warning Against 
Sacrifice of Freedom 
Sounded By Former 
President at Stanford. 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Cal., 
June 16.—(/) — Another warning 
against any sacrifice of freedom in 
the search for economic security was 
sounded here today by former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover. 

Caustic references to 
methods” of restoring social growth, 
to “the economy of scarcity” and to 
bureaucracy were made by Mr. Hoo- 
ver in addressing the 1935 graduating 
class of Stanford, his Alma Mater. 

More than 15,000. persons gathered 
in the Stanford stadium to attend the 
commencement exercises and hear the 
former president speak. Degrees were 
given by Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
president of the University, to 976 
graduates, who marched down a palm- 
lined aisle the full length of the sta- 
dium to receive their diplomas. 

Mr. Hoover was warmly applauded

iby the crowd. 

In a reference to the prevalence of 
individualism at the time of his own 
graduation in 1895 Mr. Hoover said 
he spoke “at the risk of seeming 
counter-revolutionary or as a defender 
of evil.” 

“Government by specific laws, not 
by the uncertainties of administrative 
fiat,” was one tenet put forth by the 
former president. 

“The concentration of economic pow- 
er and the concentration of politi- 
cal power are equally destructive,” 
he remarked. 

“There never has been nor nevet 
will be freedom when powers of gov- 
ernment are lodged in a man or in 
a group of men,” he added. “More- 
over, all history teaches us that even 
majorities cannot be trusted with the 
ark of freedom without checks. Con- 
stitutional government, the division of 
powers, are the only successful pro- 
tections the human race has devised. 
To transgressors or override them 
will weaken and finally destroy free- 
dom itself.” 

Only a few days prior to the re- 
eent supreme court decision that 


brought death to the Blue Eagle, Mr. 
Hicover in an interview advocated 


abolition of the NRA. 
Hits “Cult of Leisure.” 
“Social security,” he told the grad- 
uates, “must be builded upon a eult 
of work, not a eult of leisure. The 
judgment on Adam has net yet been 
reversed. ‘That proscription was for 
his better health and life ,. .” 
“Universal social security,” he said 
in another point, “cannot be had 


by sudden inspiration of panaceas. 
There are no short cuts, Permanent 
social growths cannot be had by hot- 
house methods... 

“The functioning of any economic 
system is peculiarly based on faith 
in the future and confidence in cer- 
tain constants of life . They are 
not only liberty in the broad sense 
but these constants include the de- 
tail of sanctity of contracts which 
are not unconscionable; the stability 
of the currency and credit; the main- 
tenance of legitimate competition; gov- 
ernment by specific laws, not by the 
uncertainties of administrative fiat.” 

In the same stadium where in 1928S 
he accepted the presidential! nomina- 
tion with an expression of hope that 
poverty soon would be banished from 
the earth, Mr. Hoover told the 1,000 
graduates this country had “somewhat 


less than a quarter” of the people for 
| whom protection must be provided. 

“Bat Jet us not forget the 75 per 
cent need consideration also,” he con- 
tinued. “They alone ean carry the 
burden of the 25 per cent in these 
times until that minority per cent 
can begin their own upward. climb. 
Through them is the sole hope of the 
25 per cent. 

“If they be harassed, coerced, intim- 
idated, discouraged, unduly taxed, the 


whole fabrie will fall.” 

“Great Advancement Possible.” 

The former president foresaw the 
possibility of further great advance- 
ment if the right direction were fol- 
lowed. 

“If our thought is clear, and if 
our methods are rightly directed,” he 
said, “we should see another era of

WASHINGTON, June 16.—(4)— 
Orders went to the house democratic 
rank and file today to prepare for 
swift action on administration legisla- 
tion in a drive to regain the lead in 
the race with the senate toward a 
“decks-cleared” adjournment status. 

Chagrined over the senate’s recent 
spurt that put the house behind, demo- 
cratic leaders today determined to 
jockey the representatives back into 
the van by rushing the $500,000,000 
nuisance tax bill through tomorrow 
under a “gag rule” and by swinging 
without a pause into consideration of 
the farm adjustment bill drawn to 
meet constitutional requirements. 
Somewhat hopefully, the house chief- 
tains aimed at a mid-July adjourn- 
ment. 

Pressure also was applied on the 
house interstate commerce committee 
for a fast report on the senate’s bil 
outlawiag “unnecessary” utility hold- 
ing companies, with most of the lead- 
ers trying to compromise on regula- 
tion provided President Roosevelt will 
accept it.

While the senate democratic lead- 
ers wrestle with amendments seeking 
to liberalize the house approved ad- 
ministration social security bill this 
week, house committees planned fa- 
vorable action on the Guffey coal bill, 
the Wagner laber disputes measure, 
and the new ship subsidy iegislation.
